The  five  Fay  brothers  were  quite  prominent  in  athletic  and  social  affairs  of  The  Olympic

i  Last  month  was  the  second  anniver- 
sary of  the  death  of  Philip  J.  Fay,  and 
The  Recorder,  San  Francisco's  daily  law 
journal,  paid  tribute  to  this  beloved  San 
Franciscan  by  again  publishing  the  reso- 
lution which  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce adopted  immediately  after  his 
death.  Signed  by  Henry  F.  Grady,  presi- 
dent, and  Marie  A.  Hogan,  secretary, 
the  tribute  was  written  by  Leland  W. 
Cutler,  another  past  president  of  the 
Chamber. 

The  resolution  embodied  Phil  Fay's 
thirty-four  years  of  activity  as  a  loyal 
and  progressive  member  of  the  Chamber. 
It  also  touched  upon  his  keen  interest  in 
youth,  because  he  knew  that  youth  would 
one  day  walk  ahead,  and  so  he  helped 
form  the  San  Francisco  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  even  though  he  was  then 
Director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  national  fig- 
ure in  its  work. 

But  Phil  Fay  was  not  the  only  Fay 
who  brought  fame  to  The  Olympic  Club. 
There  were  five  brothers,  all  of  whom 
were  members  of  the  Winged  "0"  organ- 
ization, and  each  and  every  one  played  an 
important  role  in  some  branch  of  ath- 
letics while  wearing  trunks  with  the  Club 
emblem. 

This  thumb-nail  resume  of  the  illus- 
trious Fay  quintet  will  give  readers  of 
The  Olympian  at  least  a  faint  idea  of 
how,  through  many  decades,  these  five 
men  dominated  the  athletic,  political  and 
social  activities  of  San  Francisco  in  the 
role  of  members  of  The  Olympic  Club. 

Charles  W.  Fay,  deceased  1938.  Eld- 
est of  the  five  Fay  brothers,  began  his 
career  at  the  age  of  eighteen  as  a  teacher 
in  St.  Ignatius  College  as  an  instructor 
in  Latin  and  English.  Later  in  life  he 
was  interested  in  politics  and  definite 
civic  betterments  of  San  Francisco,  in 
which  he  was  actively  connected  with 
Mayor  James  Phelan.  He  was  eight  years 
postmaster  of  San  Francisco  and  intro- 
duced reforms  in  the  postal  service  of 
national  importance  to  the  U.  S.  postal 
system.  He  was  identified  with  A.  P. 
Giannini  in  the  Bank  of  America.  At  the 


time  of  his  death,  sixty-eight  years  of  age, 
he  was  advisor  to  George  DeLatour  of 
the  Beaulieu  vineyard.  He  was  an  officer 
of  the  Fay  Improvement  Company,  cre- 
ated by  his  father,  Philip  S.  Fay. 

Philip  J.  Fay,  deceased  1945.  One  of 
the  outstanding  men  interested  in  San 
Francisco  betterment,  from  the  stand- 
point of  commercial,  political,  civic  and 
social  welfare,  and  cultural  life  of  the 
city.  He  was  untiring  in  giving  of  his 
efforts  and  time  to  national  as  well  as 
municipal  affairs.  Vice-president  of  the 
National  Chamber  of  Commerce,  vice- 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Red 
Cross,  president  of  the  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  two  terms,  vice-president 
of  the  Bohemian  Club,  director  of  The 
Olympic  Club  throughout  the  presidency 
of  Wm.  F.  Humphrey.  His  athletic  prow- 
ess as  a  wrestler  was  of  the  first  rank. 
At  one  time  secretary  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission, a  great  friend  and  admirer  of 
John  McLaren.  His  love  for  San  Fran- 
cisco and  appreciation  of  its  beauty  was 
limitless,  a  veritable  passion.  A  man  of 
wit  and  fun  and  gentleness,  his  laughter 
and  sympathetic  understanding  are  sadly 
missed  by  his  legion  of  friends. 

Stanley  J.  Fay,  deceased  1925.  Presi- 
dent of  the  Fay  Improvement  Company, 


his  popularity  among  his  business  as- 
sociates, due  to  his  genial  charm,  was 
unanimous.  He,  like  his  brother  Philip, 
was  a  great  athlete;  a  director  of  The 
Olympic  Club  and  a  director  of  the 
Corinthian  Yacht  Club.  He  was  a  keen 
yachtsman  and  also  was  one  of  the  out- 
standing amateur  boxers  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  He  had  tremendous  "wanderlust," 
and  in  1898  went  on  the  gold  rush  Alaska 
expedition  with  Tiv  Kreling.  This  didn't 
turn  out  to  be  very  lucrative,  so  these 
two  San  Franciscans  entered  a  boxing 
tournament  in  Nome,  defeated  two  of  the 
local  stars  and  returned  home  on  the 
proceeds.  The  unique  charm  of  his  voice 
was  the  outstanding  entertainment  of 
many  of  the  gay  gatherings  in  the  San 
Francisco  of  his  day. 

Paul  B.  Fay.  Present  president  of  the 
Fay  Improvement  Company  as  a  young 
man  had  the  reputation  of  being  one 
of  the  best  handball  players  and  swim- 
mers in  The  Olympic  Club.  As  a  di- 
rector of  the  San  Francisco  Golf  Club 
and  the  Menlo  Club,  his  free  time  is  now 
given  to  golf.  He  still  is  active  in  the 
affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Golf  Club, 
Pacific  Union  Club,  Menlo  Club,  and 
The  Olympic  Club.  His  civic  interests 
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►  Contestants  in  the  championship  flight 
for  the  1947  golf  title  of  The  Olympic 
Club  bowed-out  to  Bobby  Roos,  one  of 
the  outstanding  golfers  of  the  country. 
However,  the  victor  didn't  have  an  easy 
task,  as  he  had  to  wade  through  a  galaxy 
of  golfers  capable  of  shattering  par  and 
emerged  on  top  only  after  gruelling  pre- 
liminary and  semi-final  matches  to  reach 
the  finals,  where  he  met  a  stubborn  chal- 
lenger in  George  Liebermann  who  suc- 
cumbed 1-up. 

Bobby  replaces  Bill  Higgins,  elon- 
gated wielder  of  Scottish  war  clubs,  who 
won  the  title  last  year.  Bill  was  blotted- 
out  in  the  early  rounds  by  Bob  Mc- 
Glashan,  who  right  now  appears  to  be 
on  the  way  to  the  top  rung  of  the  cham- 
pionship ladder,  although  he  failed  to 
match  shot-for-shot  with  Roos  when  he 
met  the  latter. 

The  new  Club  champion  has  a  national

Just  to  give  Olympians  some  idea  of 
his  prowess  on  the  golf  links,  when  but 
a  lad  he  won  the  State  Junior  Amateur 
title,  and  in  later  years  managed  to  trim 
all  comers  in  the  Menlo  Invitational, 
Peninsula  Club  and  many  other  impor- 
tant sectional  and  local  tournaments. 
When  Roos  represents  The  Olympic  Club 
on  foreign  golf  courses  during  his  year's 
reign  as  Winged  0  champion,  Lakesiders 
may  rest  assured  he'll  ably  represent  the 
Club. 

That  barrister  who  carried  the  sterling 
new  club  champion  to  the  end  of  the  36- 
hole  string  in  the  recent  club  champion- 
ship flight'  to  lose  by  1-up,  none  other 
than  George  Liebermann,  deserves  a 
pat  on  the  back,  because  he  gave  one  of 
the  best  golfers  in  California  the  closest 
kind  of  a  rub  to  cop  the  title.  Anyone 
who  can  measure  stroke  for  stroke  with 
Bobby  Roos  is  going  some,  as  the  lat- 
ter has  met  and  defeated  some  of  the  out- 
standing stars  of  golfdom.  To  get  in  the 
finals  George  had  to  take  the  measure  of 
quite  a  few  top-notchers,  further  indi- 
cation of  how  well  he  swung  his  clubs 
and  navigated  tricky  greens. 

Ever  since  Steve  Brodie  took  a  chance 
by  jumping  from  the  Brooklyn  Bridge, 
this  form  of  spectacular  diving  in  order 
to  gain  notoriety  and  newspaper  pub- 
licity has  been  adopted  by  many  dare- 
devil individuals.  Anyone  who  knows 
that  quiet  fellow  who  daily  can  be  seen 
around  The  City  Club — none  other  than 
Albert  J.  Baker — could  imagine  that 
he,  in  his  early  youth,  was  stung  by  this 
bridge  jumping  "bug."  When  Baker  was 
nineteen  years  of  age,  he  became  the 
idol  of  his  pals  in  school  and  received 
much  newspaper  publicity  when  he  dived 
from  the  center  span  of  the  Ead  Bridge, 
which  spans  the  Mississippi  River  at  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  The  125  foot  leap  was  hailed 
as  a  record  for  height  at  the  time,  almost 
half  a  century  ago.  He  has  a  yellow,  age 
worn  St.  Louis  newspaper,  with  a  front 
page  story  and  cartoon  playing  up  the 
stunt,  to  prove  his  claim  to  membership

Sullivan,  considered  then  to  be  the  most 
powerful  slugger  in  the  heavyweight  di- 
vision, up  to  a  few  short  years  ago,  box- 
ing was  one  of  the  major  sports  of  The 
Club.  Olympians  who  entered  the  ama- 
teur boxing  tournaments  invariably  gave 
a  good  account  of  themselves  and  many 
champions  were  developed  over  the 
years.  Whenever  a  boxer  appeared  in  the 
ring  wearing  white  trunks  emblazoned 
with  the  red  Winged  0,  fans  were  assured 
of  a  scientific  exhibition  of  fisticuffs. 
However,  due  to  upset  conditions  in  the 
amateur  field,  Jimmy  "Spider"  Roach 
finds  it  difficult  to  develop  and  retain 
promising  talent. 

STARS  OF  YESTERYEAR 

Turning  back  the  pages  of  history  we 
see  inscribed  thereon  the  names  of  many 
Olympian  boxers,  including  Jimmy  Britt, 
Sam  Berger,  Al  Kaufman,  Andy  Gal- 
lagher, Billy  Leonard,  Bob  McCord,  J. 
B.  Smith,  Tom  McCord,  George  Breen, 
Eddie  Graney,  Stanley  Fay,  Bob  Mc- 
Arthur,  Jack  Kitchen,  Martin  Espinosa, 
Phil  Buls,  Max  Rosenfeld,  Bill  "Fat" 
Larue,  Rudy  Peterson,  Freddie  Murphy, 
Phil  Nunan,  Lawrence  "Babe"  Granfield, 
Bob  McAlister,  Al  Ahrens,  Marel  Tid- 
well,  Johnny  Willman,  Walter  Schulken, 
Al  Gomez,  Joe  Bernal,  Manuel  and  An- 
gelo  Fueste,  Charlie  Cornale,  Paul  Mar- 
tin, Johnny  Moretto,  and  that  1929  ag- 
gregation of  champs  who  went  to  the  Na- 
tional A.A.U.  tournament  to  win,  Clar- 
ence Doyle,  heavyweight;  Frank  Tucker, 
light-heavy;  and  the  lighter  contest- 
ants, Frank  "Red"  Burke,  Joe  Bernal, 
Bobby  Andrews  and  "Coco"  Cardinale. 

An  oddity  in  connection  with  the 
scraps  was  that  two  of  the  referees — Fred 
Apostoli  and  Jack  Downey — gained  their 
spurs  boxing  for  the  O.  C.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  Apostoli,  who  is  now  making

such  a  great  comeback,  won  the  middle- 
weight amateur  title  in  St.  Louis  the  same 
year  that  Joe  Louis,  the  ebon-hued  heavy- 
weight champion,  first  sprang  into  prom- 
inence by  copping  the  amateur  heavy 
title. 

BUTCHER  MAKES  GOOD 

But  to  get  back  to  the  show  staged 
May  6  under  the  auspices  of  Joe  Nider- 
ost.  boxing  commissioner,  assisted  by 
Al  Sandell,  Sr.,  Charlie  Hunter  and  Al 
Sandell,  Jr.  It  was  a  rattling  good  show 
from  the  time  that  the  Olympian  juven- 
iles answered  the  initial  gong  right  up 
to  the  final  light-heavyweight  go. 

Of  course,  the  members  were  inter- 
ested in  the  latest  candidate  for  heavy- 
weight championship  honors  —  Grant 
Butcher,  who  tips  the  beam  at  175 
pounds,  and  eventually  is  due  to  blossom 
into  the  heavyweight  division  now  pre- 
sided over  by  the  ebon-hued  Joe  Louis. 

Butcher  clashed  with  Joe  Thompson, 
a  nifty,  aggressive  scrapper  from  Val- 
lejo.  A  sharp  body  punch  followed  by  a 
left  hook  to  the  jaw  came  close  to  spell- 
ing defeat  for  the  challenger  to  Butch- 
er's National  A.  A.  U.  title  in  the  first 
round.  He  hit  the  canvas  for  an  eight 
count  but  managed  to  cover  up  and  evade 
the  punishing  punches  of  the  "champ"  to 
last  out  the  round. 

From  that  time  on,  Thompson  was 
overly  cautious,  while  the  young  Olym- 
pian was  over  anxious  and  although  hav- 
ing the  Vallejo  lad  in  a  tottering  condi- 
tion in  the  fourth  round,  was  unable 
to  again  score  heavily  with  his  sleep- 
producing  wallop  and  had  to  be  content 
with  a  decision. 

ROMERO  SPRINGS  SURPRISE 

The  real  surprise  of  the  night  was  the 
upsetting  of  Ed  Chavez,  Pacific  Associa- 
tion A.  A.  U.  champion,  who  hails  from 
San  Jose,  by  Frank  Romero,  of  San 
Francisco.  This  was  by  far  the  most 
thrilling  contest  of  the  night.  It  was 
hammer  and  tongs  from  the  very  instant 
the  men  touched  gloves  until  the  final 
gong  sounded.  These  126  pound  mitt 
slingers  hurled  leather  from  all  angles, 
but  Romero  scored  the  most  points  in 
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the  final  round  to  take  the  decision  by  a 
narrow  margin. 

Henry  Caravalho  retained  his  Pacific 
Association  A.  A.  U.  118  pound  title  by 
making  excellent  use  of  a  deft  left  hand 
in  his  set-to  with  Elroy  Meldonado,  who 
substituted  for  Felix  Cassonan.  This  also 
was  a  snappy  exhibition  of  fisticuffs, 
with  the  L.  A.  Young  Athletic  Associa- 
tion scrapper  out-maneuvering  his  op- 
ponent. 

In  the  112  pound  class  Frank  Seque- 
ira,  holder  of  the  Pacific  Association  A. 
A.  U.  title,  representing  the  L.  A.  Young 
Association,  took  the  measure  of  Johnny 
Ortega,  who  stepped  into  the  spot  origin- 
ally slated  for  Art  Gonzales. 

WINGED  "o"  LADS  WIN 

Johnny  Gonsalves,  holder  of  the  Na- 
tional A.  A.  U.  title,  got  the  verdict  over 
Tote  Martinez  at  the  conclusion  of  four 
fast  rounds.  This  gave  the  L.  A.  Young 
Athletic  Association  a  clean  sweep,  as 
Art  Soda,  another  entrant  from  the  Oak- 
land Club,  won  the  147  pound  class  bout 
with  Jack  Cruz  of  Stockton. 

Two  other  Olympians  carried  the 
Winged  "0"  emblem  to  victory.  Howard 
McKenzie  got  the  verdict  over  Eugene 
Van  Tricht  of  Hunters  Point  A.  C.  in  a 
give-and-take  scrap  at  160  pounds.  James 
Higgins,  who  also  is  in  the  light  heavy- 
weight class,  was  the  other  Olympian  to 
take  a  close  decision  over  Bob  Harris, 
Oakland  YMCA.  This  was  a  clever,  in- 
teresting battle  all  the  way. 

Lightweight  Bob  Miller  of  the  U.  S. 
Navy  was  the  only  fighter  to  uncork  a 
punch  heavy  enough  to  end  the  bout 
prior  to  the  final  round,  when  he  got  a 
TKO  over  Ralph  Medina  of  San  Jose, 
in  the  third  round  after  a  hard  hitting, 
crowd  pleasing  battle. 

Bernard  Colon,  of  San  Francisco,  took 
the  measure  of  Jack  Cruz,  of  Stockton, 
in  the  147  pound  class  via  the  decision 
route.

^  Though  injuries  to  Hal  Davis,  Guinn 
Smith  and  Tom  Moore,  and  the  continued 
absence  of  Captain  Johnny  Fulton  in 
New  York  cost  the  Club  the  chance  of 
being  classed  with  the  USC  Trojans  as 
the  country's  most  powerful  dual  meet 
team,  outstanding  performances  by  in- 
dividual members  have  been  such  as  to 
give  us  great  hopes  for  the  PAA  and 
the  National  Championships. 

Heading  the  list  was  that  gigantic 
heave  of  225  feet  2  inches  in  the  javelin 
by  Martin  Biles  in  the  triangular  meet 
with  the  LAAC  and  Stanford  down  on  the 
Farm.  Biles  is  the  only  man  in  America 
to  hit  220  this  year  and  three  of  his 
throws  were  over  the  mark  at  Stanford. 
He  has  little  time  for  practice  and  is  far 
from  solid  on  the  take-off  with  the  jave- 
lin, still  pointing  far  off  the  direct  line, 
which  is  enough  to  ensure  that  he  is 
still  twenty  feet  or  more  away  from  his 
peak. 

Biles  gets  a  tremendous  underarm 
drive  from  his  whole  body  at  the  very 
start  of  his  throw,  which  is  distinctly 
his  own  development,  inasmuch  as  no 
other  javelin  thrower  has  developed  it, 
that  puts  a  terrific  lift  into  the  javelin 
and  causes  it  to  sail  far  beyond  what 
looks  to  be  its  limit,  and  if  he  were  to 
have  the  development  chance  the  Finns 
all  get,  I  believe  he'd  out-throw  them  all. 

Next  was  Jim  Delaney's  53  feet  7^/2 
inches  in  the  shotput,  which  up  to  this 
meet  has  only  been  exceeded  by  Fon- 
ville  of  Michigan  with  53-11.  Delaney's 
new  personal  record  was  made  when  the 
chips  were  down  against  Wilbur  Thomp- 
son of  the  LAAC  who  was  sitting  pretty  in 
the  lead  with  53-6  until  Jim's  last  put, 
an  indication  of  what  kind  of  competitor 
this  ex-Notre  Dame  star  is.  Jim  is  the 
smallest  of  the  great  shot  putters,  but  I 
think  he  can  be  the  best.  At  Notre  Dame 
he  developed  bad  form  faults  which  he 
is  now  trying  to  drill  out  of  his  system. 
Right  now  he  has  only  two  left.  A  con- 
tinued tendency  to  kick  himself  across 
the  circle  with  his  left  leg,  and  sloppiness 
in  his  handling  of  the  shot,  making  it  dif- 
ficult for  him  to  get  it  properly  teed  up 


to  whack  into,  and  sometimes  dropping 
far  below  his  shoulder.  When  he  breaks 
these  he  is  going  to  be  a  consistent  54 
footer  with  a  swell  chance  of  going  over 
55  this  season. 

The  biggest  surprise  has  been  the  high 
jumping  of  Willard  Smith,  who  hasn't 
jumped  since  1942  and  was  too  busy 
getting  by  the  Stanford  Law  School  to 
start  practice  until  the  meets  commenced. 
He  still  appears  soft  and  fat  and  'way 
overweight — until  he  starts  to  jump.  He 
cleared  6-4  against  both  Stanford  and 
California,  and  last  Saturday  cleared  6-6 
in  the  triangular  meet,  using  the  same 
belly  roll  form  Les  Steers  broke  all 
world's  records  with,  and  he  is  the  only 
other  jumper  I  know  who  handles  that 
tricky  form  under  full  control.  He  should 
continue  to  improve  and  be  at  his  very 
best  for  the  Nationals,  when  he  should  be 
ready  to  clear  6-8. 

Guinn  Smith,  who  won  the  Indoor 
Nationals  as  Madison  Square  Garden 
this  winter,  got  off  to  a  swell  start  down 
at  Modesto  with  a  vault  of  14-6,  still  the 
country's  best,  strained  his  groin  and 
kept  vaulting  without  telling  anyone.  So 
he  only  did  14  feet  against  Stanford  and 
when  he  couldn't  clear  13-6  against  Cal 
he  decided  to  take  a  rest  and  let  it  heal. 
He  seems  to  be  ready  for  the  Fresno 
Relays  and  he  will  be  the  first  man  to 
clear  15  feet  since  Warmerdam,  or  Fm 
badly  off  my  base.  Guinn  has  more  natu- 
ral spring  in  the  high  jump  than  anyone 
I've  ever  seen,  and  if  he  ever  gets  the  time 
to  train  for  it  he  will  be  as  good  a  high 
jumper  as  he  is  a  pole  valuter  . 

His  running  mate,  and  still  National 
Champion,  Irving  Moore,  picked  up  the 
fault  of  running  into  the  pole  at  the 
start  of  the  season  and  has  had  a  devil 
of  a  time  trying  to  get  away  from  it.  It's 
just  about  the  same  kind  of  an  evil  as 
shanking  in  golf — you  don't  see  how  you 
do  it  but  you  do.  When  a  fellow  who  has 
no  chance  to  practice  regularly  gets  it, 
it's  tough  to  shake,  but  his  last  vaults  at 
Stanford  were  okay  and  from  here  on 
the  champ  should  be  all  right. 


These  men  are  potential  National 
Champions.  So  is  Walt  Flood,  as  soon 
as  he  shakes  the  fouling  habit  in  the  dis- 
cus, where  he  has  been  hitting  158  regu- 
larly and  spoiling  it  by  reaching  out  his 
left  foot  to  touch  the  circle.  But  it  is  Hal 
Davis,  the  great  sprint  champion  who, 
in  his  one  race  at  Stanford  where  he 
lifted  away  from  the  field  to  coast  in 
for  an  easy  9:8  win  in  the  100  proved 
that  he  still  has  everything  he  ever  did, 
who  could  make  the  club  a  real  winner. 
Hal  has  had  a  bad  muscle  in  his  thigh 
and  has  been  laying  off  until  it  is  com- 
pletely healed. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  he  will  be 
ready  for  the  Modesto  Relays,  and  if  so 
he  will  still  have  plenty  of  time  to  get 
ready  for  the  East.  Davis  has  been  one 
of  the  great  competitors  of  track  and 
field.  He  has  the  ability  to  gather  and 
lift  his  speed  so  tremendously  that  from 
two  yards  behind  at  the  fifty  he  can 
come  two  yards  ahead  at  the  seventy, 
which  is  exactly  what  he  did  down  at 
Stanford,  then  coasting  in  to  take  no 
chances  with  his  leg. 

These  men  are  just  about  the  sweetest 
group  of  athletes  with  whom  I  have  ever 
come  in  contact.  I  would  hate  to  predict 
the  marks  they  could  set  up  if  they  had 
the  time  and  opportunity  to  train  as  they 
did  in  college.  Not  one  of  them  came 
close  to  achieving  his  best  during  his 
short  college  year,  and  it  is  a  shame  that 
we  do  not  have  the  facilities  in  San 
Francisco  to  allow  them  to  practice  at 
night. 

There  are  three  boys  in  graduate 
school  down  at  Stanford  who  have  car- 
ried the  whole  load  on  the  track  and  who 
certainly  have  a  lot  of  credit  coming. 
Mushy  Girard  has  yet  to  lose  a  mile  run, 
Bob  Lehman  has  yet  to  lose  an  880,  even 
after  doubling  up  from  the  440,  and 
Jim  Coughlin  has  just  begun  to  show  his 
true  ability  with  his  9 :41  two-mile.  With 
Tom  Montgomery  in  the  hammer  throw 
and  the  56-pound  weight,  and  Fred 
Klein  in  the  distance  runs,  it  looks  like 
a  swell  chance  to  knock  off  the  New  York 
Athletic  Club  in  the  Nationals.

^  The  dual  meet  swimming  season  which 
has  just  passed  completed  one  of  the 
heaviest  schedules  the  Club  has  had  for  a 
good  many  years.  Starting  the  first  of 
February  the  paddlers  of  the  Winged 
"0"  were  kept  busy  every  week  up 
to  and  including  May  16.  Keeping 
the  three  swimming  teams  of  the  Club 
in  operation  at  the  same  time  called 
for  considerable  concentration  on 
date  problems  with  an  effort  not  to  be 
absent  from  the  Club  too  many  days  in 
succession. 

Thirty-eight  dual  meets  were  com- 
peted in  by  our  juvenile,  junior  and  sen- 
ior swimming  teams.

The  Club's  losses  were  experienced  at 
the  hands  of  both  Stanford  and  Cali- 
fornia with  the  first  team,  while  the 
Juniors  lost  a  close  one  to  Sequoia  High 
School  at  Redwood  City. 

The  Olympic  Club  teams  competed 
against  San  Jose  State  College,  Stanford 
University,  University  of  California,  St. 
Mary's  College,  College  of  the  Pacific, 
Treasure  Island,  Central  Y.M.C.A.,  Berke- 
ley Y.M.C.A.,  Jewish  Community  Cen- 
ter, Y.M.L,  Chinese  Y.M.C.A.,  Con- 
cordia Club  and  Berkeley  High  School. 

Club  swimmer  Don  Beanston  took 
home  the  trophy  for  high  point  man  in 
the  Call-Bulletin  meet,  while  Joe  Marino 
captured  the  P.A.  ten-foot  diving  title. 
Allen  Weeden  won  the  P.  A.  150  yard 
backstroke  championship  and  at  the 
same  time  set  a  new  Association  record 
for  the  distance.  Fred  Taioli  returned 
from  his  Australian  trip  just  in  time  to 
capture  and  retain  his  title  in  the  P.  A. 
220  yard  championship. 

The  season  was  an  active  one  and  de- 
velopment in  many  of  the  younger  swim- 
mers was  startling.  This  all  points  toward 
a  building  of  a  senior  team  which  will 
bow  to  none  a  year  or  so  hence. 

With  the  Far  Western  Championships 
scheduled  for  Fleishhacker  Pool  July  4, 
5,  6,  the  fellows  are  keeping  right  at 
their  training.  The  hot  shots  are  point- 
ing to  the  nationals,  which  are  to  be  held 
at  Tyler,  Texas,  the  fore  part  of  August. 
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Rugby  Season  Review ; 
Club  Finishes  Second-

i  This  is  a  story  of  alibis — justifiable 
alibis.  The  Olympic  Club  Rugby  Foot- 
ball Team,  with  a  considerably  better 
team  than  that  of  last  season,  did  not  win 
the  Rugby  Union  championship. 

The  University  of  California,  with  the 
best  team  they  have  had  for  years,  did; 
but  the  Club's  team  had  the  possibilities 
of  being  victor.  A  disadvantage  in  the 
schedule  frustrated  their  efforts.  Cali- 
fornia won  14  to  0. 

Nevertheless  the  club  emerged  second 
in  the  competition.  In  fact,  the  season's 
record  shows  total  points  for  The  Olym- 
pic Club  50  out  of  seven  games;  points 
against,  26;  and  that  counts  the  14 
against  the  club  scored  by  U.  C. 

The  American  Legion  was  the  only 
other  team  that  the  club  failed  to  score 
against,  the  game  being  played  on  a 
water  covered  field,  in  a  driving  rain. 
Neither  team  scored.  In  fact,  no  one  could 
under  the  conditions;  and  the  American 
Legion  is  GOOD.  Against  Stanford  the 
Club  won  ]  2-3,  a  better  score  than  U.  C. 
won  by. 

Then  how  come  the  Club  showed  so 
badly  against  U.  C,  after  the  first  ten 
minutes  when  it  looked  like  a  Club  run- 
away? 


Here  is  an  explanation:  From  March 
1  to  March  22  the  Club  had  no  games, 
although  U.  S.  F.  should  have  played 
against  them  on  March  16.  But  U.  S.  F. 
forfeited. 

Meantime  the  University  of  California 
played  Stanford  March  8;  University  of 
British  Columbia,  the  best  Rugby  team 
in  Northern  America,  on  March  13  and 
March  15.  Three  high  pressure  games, 
in  which  U.  C.  learned  a  lot  and  con- 
ditioned greatly. 

When,  on  March  22,  the  University 
met  The  Olympic  Club,  there  was  ab- 
solutely no  camparison  in  condition, 
speed  and  experience.  That  is  the  alibi. 
It  was  as  if  a  bunch  of  young  men  just 
up  and  left  their  offices  one  afternoon  to 
play  a  game  against  a  lot  of  well  trained 
and  aggressive  youngsters  on  a  football 
field.  In  fact,  it  reflects  credit  that  the 
Club  did  play  it  through  desperately  and 
defiantly  to  the  bitter  end. 

After  another  layoff  from  March  30 
to  April  12,  the  Club  met  the  British 
Columbia  All-Stars  on  the  Polo  Field, 
San  Francisco,  and  again  a  long  season 
of  play  and  hard  games  had  the  B.  C. 
men  at  top  edge,  he  first  half  of  the  game 
was  tied  at  5-5,  but  the  windup  was  25-5 
for  B.  C. 

It  was  an  enjoyable  game,  however, 
and  the  British  Columbians  said  they  had 
not  played  as  fine  a  team  as  the  Olympics 


in  all  their  tour  of  California.  The  visit- 
ors were  shown  through  the  Club  and 
entertained  by  the  players.  They  left  the 
next  morning  still  singing  The  Olympic 
Club  praises. 

If  anyone  gets  an  invitation  to  play 
in  British  Columbia  next  season  it  is 
likely  to  be  our  Club  team. 

At  the  close  of  the  season  the  team 
received  an  invitation  to  play  the  St. 
Louis  Rugby  Football  team,  champions 
of  the  Missouri  Rugby  Union,  in  St. 
Louis,  May  18.  Reservations  for  that 
date,  however,  were  impossible.  Next 
year,  perhaps. 


Great  Australian 
Jockey  Dies 

In  the  memories  of  Australian  race- 
goers, Bobby  Lewis  rates  among  jockeys 
in  the  way  that  Carbine  does  among 
horses.  Lewis,  acclaimed  by  many  as  the 
greatest  jockey  that  the  Australian  turf 
has  seen,  died  in  Melbourne  recently  at 
the  age  of  69.  He  won  his  first  winner 
when  a  boy  of  ten  at  a  country  meeting. 

Though  born  in  New  South  Wales, 
Lewis  did  most  of  his  riding  in  Victoria. 
He  went  to  Melbourne  when  he  was  fif- 
teen and  rode  for  forty-five  years,  retir- 
ing in  1938  when  he  was  sixty.  He  rode 
in  thirty-three  Melbourne  Cups.

Tournament  Takes  Edge 
off  P.  A.  A.  Mat  Meet

Recent  Senior  National  A.A.U.  Wres- 
tling Tournament  which  was  held  at  the 
Club,  wound  up  very  close  to  the  dead- 
line for  the  May  issue  of  The  Olympian. 
Hence  we  have  a  few  belated  remarks  to 
make. 

Among  the  hardest  working  wrestlers 
in  the  tournament  were  Grover  Nell  and 
Ed  Staniford,  our  145  and  135  pound 
entries  respectively.  Each  of  these  boys 
worked  four  beautiful  bouts  and  placed 
third  and  fourth  in  their  respective 
weight  classes.  A  total  of  162  entries  were 
received  for  the  meet. 

The  unsung  heroes  of  the  tournament 
were  Doug  Park,  our  coach,  and  Bill  Von 
Poellnitz,  our  tireless  Athletic  Trainer. 
They  both  worked  long  and  hard  hours 
to  make  the  meet  a  success  and  many 
favorable  comments  were  forthcoming 
on  Bill's  prowess  on  the  rub-down  table. 
His  set-up  in  the  Gym  equipment  room 
was  a  welcome  thing  to  the  exhausted 
wrestlers  as  they  staggered  off  the  mat. 

We  have  received  letters  of  commen- 
dation from  all  parts  of  the  country  and 
Canada,  praising  the  way  our  meet  was 
conducted.  The  most  gratifying  remarks 
were  made  at  the  close  of  the  tournament 
when  several  of  the  veteran  Eastern 
wrestlers  who  have  attended  all  National 
Meets  in  the  past  twelve  years,  labeled 
ours  as  the  finest  National  Tournament 
in  their  experience.  Some  of  these  boys 
had  won  and  some  had  lost,  so  their 
comment  was  a  fitting  reward  to  those 
Olympians  who  worked  so  diligently 
staging  this  tournament. 

The  1947  Pacific  Association  Wres- 
tling Championships  were  held  at  the  San 
Francisco  Central  Y.M.C.A.  on  May  3. 
Coming  after  the  National  Champion- 
ships, the  enthusiasm  was  somewhat 
dulled,  with  the  result  that  only  thirty- 
six  entries  competed  in  the  ten  weight 
classes.  The  Olympic  Club  squad  tied  with 
the  University  of  California  for  first 
place  in  the  team  championship,  with  the 
Central  Y  team  in  second  place. 

The  first  upset  of  the  meet  came  when 
defending  191  pound  Champion  Bill 
Quayle  lost  a  decision  to  veteran  Mitz 
Kimura  of  the  Central  Y,  and  took  second 
place.  Bob  Bennett,  youthful  Olympian, 
evened  the  score  when  he  upset  the 
dope  and  won  the  165  pound  title. 

The  perennial  wrestler  Dr.  Northrup 


won  the  155  pound  class  for  the  umptey- 
umpth  time  and  Frank  Miller  breezed 
through  the  175  pound  class  to  regain 
the  title  he  lost  last  year.  John  Polous  and 
Earl  Popovich  took  first  and  second  place 
respectively  in  the  heavyweight  division, 
after  Popovich  pulled  one  out  of  the  fire 
in  the  semi-finals  to  win  over  Trafton  of 
U.  C.  by  a  referee's  decision.  Mickey 
Mendoza  and  Roy  Gustafson  were  elim- 
inated in  the  finals  of  the  lightweight  di- 
visions, after  winning  their  preliminary 
bouts. 

With  two  of  our  first  string  men  on  the 
injured  list  (Grover  Nell,  145  pound  and 
Ed  Staniford,  135  pound)  our  boys  did 
a  fine  job  in  tying  for  first  place  in  the 
P.A.A.  team  championship. 

The  Club  wrestlers  will  soon  be  work- 
ing out  under  The  Olympic  rules,  in 
preparation  for  next  year's  Olympic  try- 
outs.  Coach  Park  will  familiarize  the 
boys  with  the  complexities  of  these  rules 
which  includes  the  rolling  fall  and  other 
tricky  pitfalls.

Australia  Has  Strong 
Olympic  Jump  Prospect 

Australia  has  an  Olympic  hop-step- 
and-jump  prospect  in  Katoomba  (NSW) 
policeman  George  Avery  who  leaped 
forty-nine  feet  recently  to  win  the  New 
South  Wales  title.  Avery's  forty-nine 
feet  is  probably  the  best  done  in  the 
world  in  the  last  three  years.  It  is  three 
feet  five  and  seven-eighths  inches  behind 
the  world's  record  set  by  the  Japanese 
Naota  Tajima  at  the  1936  Berlin  Games. 

Avery,  twenty-two  years  old,  has  not 
been  able  to  train  consistently  this  year 
and  is  capable  of  doing  better.  If  he  takes 
the  Olympic  title,  he  will  be  upholding 
the  Australian  tradition  of  producing 
class  performers  in  the  hop-step-and- 
jump  event.  Australian  A.  W.  Winter 
won  the  1942  title  with  fifty  feet  eleven 
and  one-fourth  inches  and  set  then  world 
figures  for  the  leap.  Another  Australian. 
J.  P.  Metcalfe,  set  then  world's  figures 
with  fifty-one  feet  nine  and  three-eighths 
inches  in  1935.

C.  A.  Not  only  did  the  Club  babies  win 
this  event  but  set  a  league  record  as  well. 
This  win  put  the  Club  ahead  four  points. 
And  at  no  time  throughout  the  entire 
seven  events  were  we  more  than  that 
number  ahead  of  the  trans-Bay  organiza- 
tion.

Bill  Mikulich  Succumbs 
To  Heart  Attack 

Friends  of  Wm.  "Bill"  Mikulich  were 
shocked  to  learn  of  his  sudden  death  last 
month  due  to  a  heart  attack.  Deceased 
for  many  years  had  been  an  active  mem- 
ber of  The  Olympic  Club,  and  in  his 
youth  was  keenly  interested  in  all  types 
of  athletics  and  sports.  Hiking  was  one 
of  his  favorite  hobbies,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  Dipsea  Indians  he  often  tramped 
over  the  famous  Dipsea  Trail  from  Mill 
Valley  to  the  ocean. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Mikulich  was 
a  prominent  figure  in  the  world  of  in- 
surance. He  also  was  active  in  civic  af- 
fairs and  played  an  important  role  in 
politics,  especially  during  the  life  of 
Senator  Hiram  Johnson,  for  whom  he 
personally  campaigned.  Failure  of  the 
Republicans  to  nominate  Johnson  for 
President  at  the  Chicago  convention  in 
1916  when  Charles  Evans  Hughes  was 
named  as  a  candidate,  was  one  of  the  sad 
experiences  of  Mikulich's  political  life.
